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1 . HEREWITH FULL TEXT JACK W. GERMOND BY-LINER WASHINGTON 
STAR, AUGUST 13, HEADED "KISSINGER DEAD WEIGHT IN FORD'S 
RACE TO WIRE." 

2. KANSAS CITY - SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY A. KISSINGER IS 
PROVING TO BE A CLEAR POLITICAL LIABILITY TO PRESIDENT EORD 
IN THE CONTEST FOR THE REPUBLICAN PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATION 
THAT IS UNDER WAY HERE. 

3. ON THE ONE HAND, FORD OBVIOUSLY FEELS A NEED TO DEFEND 
AND JUSTIEY HIS CHIEF FOREIGN POLICY ADVISER. AND SUCH 
FORD LIEUTENANTS AS VICE PRESIDENT NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER 
HAVE BEEN DOING JUST THAT IN THEIR APPEARANCES BEFORE THE 
PLATFORM COMMITTEE. 

4. ON THE OTHER HAND, THE PRESIDENT CANNOT GO BEYOND PER- 
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BY THE CONVENTION HE HOPES WILL GIVE HIM THE PRESIDENTIAL 
NOMINATION NEXT WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 

5. SUPPORTERS OF RONALD REAGAN, PRESIDENT EORD'S COMPETITION 

EOR THE NOMINATION, RECOGNIZE THIS AND ARE CONSTANTLY 
PROBING THE SORE SPOTS IN THE DEBATE OVER EOREIGN POLICY 
AND NATIONAL SECURITY. 

6. IN TESTIMONY SUBMITTED TO A PLATFORM SUBCOMMITTEE AND 
WIDELY IGNORED, REAGAN'S CHOSEN RUNNINGMATE, SEN. RICHARD 
S. SCHWEIKER OE PENNSYLVANIA, DELIVERED A STINGING ATTACK 
ON THE SECRETARY OE STATE AND THE POLICY THAT HE AND THE 
PRESIDENT HAVE BEEN EOLLOWING IN EOREIGN AEFAIRS. AND 
ALTHOUGH THE TONE MAY HAVE BEEN LOST ON THE PRESS, IT WAS 
NOT MISSED BY PARTY LEADERS WHO HAVE BEEN CLOSELY FOLLOW- 
ING THE DEBATE OVER THE FOREIGN AND DEEENSE PLANKS IN THE 
PLATEORM. 

7. IN HIS EXPOSITION, SCHWEIKER DERIDED THE RECORD OE 
WHAT HE CALLED THE "FORD-KISSINGER" STEWARDSHIP AS ONE 
"SO WEAK THAT OUR PLATEORM CANNOT EMBRACE IT." AND, IN 
LANGUAGE THAT EVEN KISSINGER'S HARSHEST CRITICS FROM THE 
EAR RIGHT HAVE BEEN SLOW TO USE, THE REAGAN ALLY SAID: 

"I RELIEVE. THAT THE AMERICAN PEOPLE HAVE HAD ENOUGH OE 
CYNICAL BIG POWER POLITICS CONDUCTED BY ONE MAN WITH A 
BRIEFCASE WHO IS MORE AFRAID OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE THAN 
OE OUR ADVERSARIES" 

8. THE IMPACT OP THE CRITICISM CAN BE BEST MEASURED 
AGAINST A STATEMENT IN THE DRAPT PLATEORM ORIGINALLY PRE- 
PARED AS THE WHITE HOUSE STARTING POINT IN ARRIVING AT A 
STATEMENT OF REPUBLICAN POLICY FOR THE 1976 CAMPAIGN. 
ALTHOUGH THE SECTION ON EOREIGN POLICY NEVER MENTIONED 
DETENTE SPECIPICALLY, IT DEFENDED THE KISSINGER POSITIONS 
ON A WHOLE SERIES OP ISSUES AND POINTEDLY ON HIS PEELING 
THAT SOME QUESTIONS OF NATIONAL SECURITY SHOULD BE LEFT 
OUTSIDE THE AREAS OF NATIONAL DEBATE. 

9. THAT DRAPT PLATEORM SAID THENATIONAL DEEENSE PLANNING 
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SHOULD BE LEPT TO CONGRESS AND TO THE PRESIDENT, AND NO 
ONE ELSE. 

10. "IT CANNOT BE THE SUBJECT OP PARTISAN DISPUTES. IT 
SHOULD NOT BE HELD HOSTAGE TO DOMESTIC POLITICAL ADVEN- 
TURISM," THE DRAFT PLATFORM SAID, USING LANGUAGE ALMOST 
IDENTICAL TO THAT THE SECRETARY OP STATE HIMSELP USED 
EARLIER THIS YEAR IN TRYING TO REBUT RONALD REAGAN'S 
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ATTACKS ON AMERICAN MILITARY PREPAREDNESS. 

11. REAGAN'S CAMPAIGN STRATEGISTS HAVE NOT DECIDED YET 
HOW EAR TO GO IN TRYING TO MAKE AN ISSUE OE KISSINGER, 

BUT SOME OE THE EXTREMISTS EROM THE RIGHT SUPPORTING THE 

CALIFORNIA CONSERVATIVE HAVE SHOWN LITTLE HESITANCY. 

12. FOR EXAMPLE, JOHN EAST OF NORTH CAROLINA, A CONSERVA- 
TIVE ACADEMICIAN, SPENT MUCH OF HIS TIME TESTIFYING 
BEFORE THE FOREIGN AND DEFENSE SUBCOMMITTEE THE OTHER DAY 
IN ATTACKING KISSINGER'S POLICIES ON EVERYTHING FROM SOUTH 
AFRICA TO RHODESIAN CHROME. 

13. THE ASSAULT WAS SO HARSH THAT ONE OF FORD'S PRINCIPAL 
SPOKESMEN ON THE SUBCOMMITTEE, SENATE MINORITY LEADER 
HUGH SCOTT, FELT OBLIGED REPEATEDLY TO TRY TO PLACE 
ATTACKS ON KISSINGER IN THE CONTEXT OF REPUBLICAN PUBLIC 
CRITICISM OF A REPUBLICAN PRESIDENT. 


14. ONE PROPOSAL BY EAST, FOR EXAMPLE, SCOTT CHARACTERIZED 
AS LANGUAGE THAT "CAN ONLY BE INTERPRETED AS AN ATTACK ON 
THE PRESENT POLICIES OF A REPUBLICAN PRESIDENT. I DON'T 
THINK WE SHOULD BE JUMPING ON OUR OWN." 

15. AT ANOTHER POINT SCOTT SAID THAT THE CRITICISM OF 
KISSINGER POLICIES MEANT THAT FORD WAS "BEING WOUNDED" BY 
THOSE WHO WERE SUPPOSED TO BE HIS FRIENDS. END TEXT. ROBINSON 
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
